Internment In Germany Is Recounted 
By American Consul During Visit 
With Relatives In Porterville 


Experiences during a 13-month internment in Germany during 
World War II were recounted by Thomas C. Smith, a member of the 
American consul service, during a visit this week in Porterville with 
a brother, L. P. Smith, proprietor of the Donut Shop, on Main street. 


Mr. Smith, who has been in the 
consul service of the United States 
for ;38 years, stopped in Porter- 
ville enroute from a three-year 
term as vice-consul at Santiago, 
Chile, to his next station, at Tan- 
gier, North Africa, via Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

When Germany declared war on 
the United States, a few days af- 
ter. Pearl Harbor, Mr. Smith was 
interned in Germany for a period 
of about six months. An ex- 
change was worked out whereby 
he was taken to Lisbon, Spain for 
release, however, he was then sent 
to North Africa. After the Ger- 
mans had taken ovtr in France, 
he was again interned and return- 
ed to Germany, where, along with 
142 others, he was held for a 
period of 13 months. 


The group was placed in a Ger- 
man hotel, and, in order to utilize 
their time, school and university 
classes were set up, primarily for 
the younger people in the group, 
but also for adults, who partici- 
pated as both teachers and stu- 
dents.

Concerning Chile, Mr. Smith 
states that this country is exper- 
iencing ‘‘galloping inflation’, and 
that internal situation is not good. 
He says that the Chilean govern- 
ment is pro-American, that good 
relations exist in official circles. 
He says the country is definitely 
anti-Communist. 

Agriculturally, he states that 
cattle and some wheat, however, 
quality of field and fruit crops is 
not up to American standards. 

He says that ‘point four’ 
American aid is going into Chile 
and that surplus American cotton- 
seed oi] and wheat is sold to Chile 
through the surplus disposal pro- 
gram of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. 

These surplus American crops 
are purchased and sold by both 
private and government agencies, 
about four and one half million 
dollars worth of surplus products 
reaching Chile in the last eight 
months. 

As a vice-consul in the Ameri- 
can diplomatic service, one of his 
jobs was to handle payments for 
surplus products, a job that he 
says sometimes got rather compli- 
cated, in view of rapid inflation 
and conversion of Chilean pesos 
into American dollars. Present 
official exchange is '303 to one; 
however free exchange is 570 to 
one. 

He states that treaties are now 
being negotiated whereby greater 
amounts of surplus farm produce 
will go to Chile. 

With his wife, Mr. Smith left 
Chile on January 4 in the middle 
of the summer, going to New York 
and Washington, then on out to 
California.

ACP Pooling 
Plan Not Subject 
To $1,500 Limitation 


For practices performed on an 
individual farm basis under the 
Agricultural Conservation pro- 
gram, the appropriation act pro- 
vides a maximum payment of $1,- 
500 to any one person. However, 
for the 1956 Agricultural Conser- 
vation program, the appropriation 
act exempts practices carried out 
under pooling agreements from 
the $1,500 limitation. 


A pooling agreement is an ar- 


number of county growers in 
working out a better fertilizer 
program and in detecting defi- 
ciencies of other elements. Costs 
for analysis work are averaging 
from $1.00 to $1.50 per acre for 
the season.

mation from throughout the north 
American continent, aircraft in 
flight, and ships at sea. 


The teletype operates 24 hours 
per day, seven days a week, with 
information coming from a collec- 
tion center in San Francisco, 
where reports from weather sta- 
tions throughout the nation, Mex- 
ico, Canada, Alaska, the Aleu- 
tians, and even Siberia, are chan- 
nelled. 


To receive and use this official 
weather information, an individ- 
ual must be a qualified meteor- 
ologist. 


Information. received covers the 
weather in all details — storm de- 
velopments, temperatures, ceil- 
ings, rainfall and other matters. 
Hight weather maps and eight up- 
per air maps are received daily. 

Mr. Jones localizes this infor- 
mation to determine weather fore- 
casts for the valley and Porter- 
ville areas. He uses the informa- 
tion: primarily in connection with 
the cloud seeding program that he 
is conducting for the Southern 
Sierra Corporation, although he 
expects to be on KVVG-TV five 
days a week with a weather 
broadcast. Information out of his 
office is available to anyone who 
can use it.
